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FLYING FEET 

Genuine Puddled Wrought Iron 
in Ice Skating 

{The Winnipeg Winter Club wishes to express 
its thanks to the Reading Iron Company jor 
permission to reprint the following article from 
their publication, The Reading Puddle Ball, and 
for the use of the plates which illustrate this 
article.) 

It’s a crisp December morning in England, 
A.D. 1865. Lord Dychmire, seventh Baron Dych- 
mire, prepares to keep his skating appointment 
with Lady Euthanasia Sopworth, the Dowager 
Duchess of Peasoup, and Sir Eadred Jevereaux 
(pronounced “Jukes”). 



In preparation for this event, Lord Dychmire’s 
valet has conscientiously laid out his Lordship’s 
skating costume. Here is the stiffly-starched shirt, 
with its high “choker” collar and Ascot tie. Here 
is the close-fitting morning coat, which, when 
buttoned, has all the comforts of a straight-jacket. 
Here are the tight, striped trousers, in which one 
must be careful not to bend over too suddenly. 
And lastly, here is the shiny top hat—target for 
every wanton breeze and for every small boy with 
a snowball. 

Did people ever really dress like that for 
skating? They certainly did!—as can easily be 
proved by reference to old skating prints. The 
women of Lord Dychmire’s day were, if possible, 
even more outrageously costumed than the men, 
although their habiliments had at least the virtue 
of being warm. Weighed down by voluminous 
petticoats, bundled in yards and yards of material, 
they probably moved over the ice with the steady 
grace of Spanish galleons. And managed, no 


doubt, to be perfectly charming while doing it. 
But even then, in that fairly distant period, there 
was one completely sensible adjunct to skating, 
the skates were made of genuine puddled wrought 
iron. 

Skating is such an ancient thing that, in order 
to find its beginnings, we must go back to pre¬ 
historic times. The primitive Norsemen scooted 
across their frozen fjords with cow ribs, horse 
bones, and reindeer bones tied to their feet. Just 
how successful these bone skates were we shall 
probably never know, but considering the difficulty 
of tying a piece of bone rigidly to the human foot, 
it is likely that many an ancient Norseman fre¬ 
quently had to eat his meals from the Norse 
equivalent of a mantel piece. 

Bone skates were used in England as early as 
1180, as we know from the famous Fitz-Stephen 
Chronicle. In describing London, this Chronicle 




says: “When the great fenne or moore 
(which watereth the walls of the citie on 
the north side) is frozen, many young 
men play on the yce, some, striding as 
wide as they may doe, slide swiftly . . . 
some tye bones to their feet and under 
their heeles, and shoving themselves by 
a little picked staffe, do slide as swiftly 
as a bird flyeth in the aire, or an arrow 
out of a crossbow.” 

Nobody, at this late date, is going to 
call the venerable author of the Chronicle

suspicion that he allowed his enthusiasm to run away 
with him when he spoke of the boneshod skaters as 
traveling “swiftly as a bird flyeth in the aire.” 

Modern investigators who have dug some of 
these old bone skates out of the museums and 
have tried them on the ice are convinced that the 
Chronicle's author was exaggerating, to use no 
harsher word. For those skates, by every modern 
standard, are the most awkward devices imagin¬ 
able, entirely incapable of producing anything 
approximating high speed. 

So much, then, for the era of the bone. 

The next step in the evolution of the skate was 
putting wrought iron runners on the bones. And 
the next step after that was making the entire 
skate of wrought iron. There is good evidence to 
show that skates made entirely of wrought iron 
were in use as early as 1498. 

This evidence is in an old engraving which 
appears in Bragman's “Vita Lydwine”—“Life of 
St. Lydwine”—published in that year. The engrav¬ 
ing shows the good Saint in an unfortunate and 
regrettable position. She has just been knocked 
down by one of her friends during a skating party, 
and is lying half recumbent on the ice, supported 
by two companions. Under her foot is a clearly 
drawn wrought iron skate with a turned-up point. 
Tradition has it that St. Lydwine was not very 
seriously injured in the fall, suffering only a 
cracked rib. 

Duringj the time that Samuel Pepys—that 
priceless observer of life—was writing his secret 
shorthand diary, both the art of skating and the

construction of the skates made great advances. 
Under date of December 1, 1662, Pepys expresses 
his amazement of the skill of English skaters as 
follows: “Having seen the strange and wonderful 
dexterity of the sliders on the new canal in St. 
James’ Park performed before their majesties by 
divers gentlemen and others with scheets after the 
manner of the Hollanders, with what swiftness they 
pass, how suddenly they stop in full careere upon 
the ice ...” 

Pepys’ use of the expression, “after the manner 
of the Hollanders,” is well considered. For in his 
time, Holland was a skater’s paradise—as, indeed, 
it is today. If there is anything the Hollanders 
have never lacked, it is water. And, in winter, 
the numerous waterways of Holland provide for 
the exercise of the skater’s art. According to 
ancient record, the Dutch fleet being frozen in the 
“X” at Amsterdam in 1572 A.D., the Dutch 
musketeers sallied forth on skates to meet their 
Spanish aggressors, successfully routing them. 

This incident serves as well as any other to 
bring out the fact that, in Holland, skating is 
mainly a business, rather than a pleasure. True, 
a great deal of skating is done for fun, but the 
Dutch rely on their skates as the safest and most 
dependable means of transportation during the 
winter months.

The first ice skates used in America, known as 
“turnover skates,” were of German manufacture, 
their wrought iron runners culminating in a beauti¬ 
ful twist or coil in front of the toe. The skate 
itself was fastened to the ankle by several straps, 
which had to be buckled so tightly that they 
stopped the circulation of the blood, resulting in 
many a case of frosted feet. 

An interesting story concerning the use of 
skates in the early days of the country concerns a 
Canadian settler, who, by means of his skates, was 
able to make a dramatic escape from his Indian 
captors. This settler, who had been captured by 
the Indians and doomed to death, chanced to 
notice among the spoils of a recent raid a pair of 
ice skates. The Indians, of course, were entirely 
ignorant as to the use of the skates, and the 
settler asked them to let him try them on, saying 
he could illustrate their use on a nearby lake. The 
gullible Indians allowed him to make the trial. He 
buckled on the skates, circled about for a moment 
or two and then, seizing a favourable opportunity, 
departed at full speed, leaving the Indians to stare 
dumbly after him! 

However the “turnover” type of skate gave 
way to the English skate with the runners cut off 
short . . . how the old-fashioned method of fastening 
the skate to the foot with tight straps was replaced 
by the modern clamps for heel and toe ... is of 
more interest to the historians than to the casual 
reader.
